4o  (C)  Counterintelligence  Technical  Surveys;  During  June  and  July 
1968 f  counterintelligence  technical  surveys  were  conducted  at  HO,  PC7,  to 
detemlne  the  possible  presence  of  eneny  monitoring  devices  and  to  identi¬ 
fy  security  hasardso  Several  conditions  «^ich  could  encourage  covert  moni¬ 
toring  were  detected  and  corrected. 

5o  (U)  Eheay  Situation: 

So  The  enemy's  posture  charged  considerably  during  this  reporting 
period.  The  early  i^ase  was  characterized  try  eneny-initiated  activities 
north/northwest  of  Dong  Ha.  Regimental>sized  infiltration  occurred  in  the 
DMZ  a^sa  as  the  anesgr  began  the  initial  i^ase  of  the  "Second  Offensiveo" 
Although  planned  as  a  countzy-wlde  coordinated  offensive^  rapid  reaction 
ty  friendly  forces  minimized  the  eneny's  military  j,  political  and  propagan¬ 
da  gains.  Sven  thou^  the  enesy  x^laced  battalion- sized  units,  which  had 
suffered  heavy  casualties,  with  battalion-sized  infiltration  groups,  the 
HVA/VC  were  unable  to  sustain  attacks  in  this  area  or  successfully  complete 
plaiuwd  operations.  Marine  and  ARVN  forces  repelled  attacks  in  the  Dong 
Ha  area,  eventually  forcing  elements  of  the  320th  Division  to  withdraw 
north  of  the  DMZ. 

b.  During  the  same  period,  allied  forces  successfully  executed  ntnex^ 
ous  cordon  operations.  These  cordon  operations  were  mounted  on  several 
occasions  idien  the  enemy  massed  troops  to  participate  in  the  eountiy-wlde 
offensive.  Several  cordons  resulted  in  dest-^uction  of  50  to  75  percent 
of  entire  battalions.  Prisoner  of  war  inteirogationB  reported  that  eor» 
don  operationa  in  late  May  southeast  of  Hue  had  preempti^  offensive  at¬ 
tacks  directed  against  that  city.  These  and  other  allied  operations  for¬ 
ced  the  «emy  to  withdraw  from  the  coastal  plains  to  base  areas  in  the 
hl^ands. 

c.  Operation  Delaware  (t9  April  to  f5  M«y)  was  concluded  with  very 
little  contact.  Humerous  caches  were  discovered  both  in  the  A  Shau  Valley 
and  along  Boute  547A.  These  caches  contained  weapons  systems  and  compo¬ 
nents  that  indicated  plans  for  large-scale  miUtaiy  operations.  They  con¬ 
tained  85aM  field  guns  (D-44),  23ibb  AAA  ^s  (ZD-23)  and  122m  artilleiy 
amnwition  for  the  122oai  field  gm  (D-74)o  A  large  voltne  of  documents 
was  also  captured  and  provided  a  sribstantial  amount  of  intelligence  con¬ 
cerning  ene^y  operations  in  the  area, 

d.  At  the  conclusion  of  Operation  Delaware,  friendly  forces  concen¬ 
trated  on  enezy  activities  in  the  coastal  plains  and  in  the  highlands. 
Niawroua  bunker  complexes  were  discovered  in  Base  Areas  101  and  114.  In- 
telligenee  gained  from  these  operations  provided  insight  into  enemy  short¬ 
comings  during  Tst  and  recent  offensives.  Captured  doctnents  discussed 
the  follMing  deficiencies  of  HVA/VC  j^orces: 

(l)  We^wns  and  equipment  are  not  properly  maintalnedo

(2)  ooldiara  are  lax  in  their  use  of  camoufia^  and  other  means  to 
avoid  detection*  Speciflcallj,  security  during  movement  Is  poor*  NVA/VC 
soldiers  are  no  longer  traversing  tree  lines  or  heavily  covered  terrain, 
but  rather  are  moving  over  the  easiest  terrain  without  due  regard  for 
cover. 

(3)  In  offensive  operations,  both  c<mBDnication8  and  coordination  be> 
tween  units  are  lacking. 

(4)  Overall  doewent  and  coomimication  security  is  weak* 

e.  During  most  of  June  and  July  the  enemy  avoided  contact*  Agents  re¬ 
ported  that  the  enemy  would  launch  offwislve  attacks  during  the  latter  part 
of  July.  However,  the  attacks  did  not  materialize*  Agents,  PWs  and  doc- 
uaents  indicate  the  •‘Autwm-vanter''  offensive  will  begin  during  August* 

fs  Even  though  the  RVA/VC  have  suffered  oefeats  fMn  cordon  operations 
and  large  amounts  of  supplies  and  materials  have  been  captured,  the  enemy 
still  possesses  a  strong  force*  The  recent  extended  period  of  minimua  con* 
tact  has  allowed  the  eneqy  to  regroup,  retrain  and  reorganize*  Attacks  on 
major  cities  and  military  installations  will  be  made  idien  so  directed  by 
Hanoi  Hl^  Command.  Personnel  infiltration  has  continued  at  about  5  or 
6000  per  month.  Therefore,  those  uriits  which  have  not  been  in  recent  con¬ 
tact  should  be  considered  combat  effective.  Attacks  by  fire  and  probing 
actions  will  probably  be  major  activities  in  future  assaults*  At  the  end 
of  the  reporting  period  eneny  forces  in  the  vicinity  of  the  DMZ  pose  the 
greatest  threat  to  POV.  These  forces  have  had  ample  time  to  reorganise 
and  train.  There  are  Indications  that  these  forces  are  beginning  to  move 
south  and  may  be  preparing  to  launch  an  offensive  in  this  area*  The  threat 
in  the  A  Shau  Valley  is  difficult  to  assess*  However,  it  is  known  the  ene* 
ny  is  again  using  that  area  as  a  major  logistical  route*  It  is  doubtful 
the  NVA/VC  would  tiy  to  stage  attacks  from  this  area,  but  would  attempt  to 
aesemible  his  forces  closer  to  planned  target  areas  and  position  stppliee 
as  far  forward  as  possible.  Due  to  friendly  operations  in  NVA/VC  base 
areas,  the  enemy  has  not  been  able  to  group  and  asso&ble  forces* 

C.  PLANS.  OPERATIONS  AND  TRAINING 

1.  (C)  This  reporting  period  commenced  following  successful  completion 
of  Operation  Pegasus,  relief  of  Khe  Sanh  (l  to  iH  April),  and  Operation 
Delaware,  assault  into  the  A  Shau  Valley  (r?  April  to  t5  Nay),  both  conduc¬ 
ted  by  PCV  using  the  Ist  Air  Cavalry  Division  lACD)  with  elements  of  the 
101st  Air  Cavalry  Division  (ACD)  and  3d  Marine  Division  8tq>porting*  Pega¬ 
sus  results  were  reported  last  qxiarter*  Operation  Delaware  results  are 
listed  below:

2»  (C)  Also  concluded  during  the  reporting  period,  were  operations 
Carentan  II  (l  April  to  15  May)  and  an  unnamed  operation  in  the  716111117 
of  Dong  Ha  (28  April  to  14  May)o  Carentan  II,  conducted  ty  'the  lOtst  ACD, 
resulted  in  1>6  friendly  IQA,  71?  WIA  and  9  MIAo  The  eneny  lost  2i00  KIA, 
157  ROW,  488  individual  weapons  and  93  crew-served  weaponso  ihe  unnamed 
operation  in  the  vicinity  of  Dong  Ha  was  conducted  "by  the  3d  Mar  Div  (2d 
Bde,  Ist  ACS,  along  with  elements  of  t96th  LIB  and  3d  Sqdn,  5th  Cav,  were 
OPOON  to  3d  Mar  Div  for  this  operation),  with  the  following  results?

3o  (C)  The  following  continuing  operations  remair.  in  progress: 


as  Scotland  II o  Task  Force  (Hick,  later  designated  Task  Force  Hotel, 
conducted  combat  operations  in  and  around  Khe  Saiih,  in  western  Quang  'Rri 
Provinces  As  of  31  July,  Scotland  II  attained  the  results  indicated  in 
paragraj^  7,  helovs  Ihe  Khe  Sanh  Combat  Base  was  deactivated  during  the 
reporting  periods  On  12  June  1968,  CG,  Hi  MaF,  approved  3d  Mar  Div  plan 
for  the  deactivation  of  Khe  Sanh  Combat  Bases  ^  6  July,  all  general  cargo 
vehicles  and  air  field  eqiiipmnt  had  been  removed;  hunkers,  trenches,  de¬ 
fensive  positions,  unserviceable  ammunition  and  buildings  were  destroyed 
and  the  combat  base  rendered  ineffective  for  further  uses  HO,  TP  Hotel  was 
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relocatod  to  LZ  Stud  and  continued  to  control  operations  in  the  Scotland 
II  4O0 

Lancaster  II «  Elements  of  the  4th  Mar  Re/<t  conducted  combat  opera¬ 
tions  in  north/central  Quang  Tri  Province  from  i  May  through  31  July  with 
the  results  indicated  in  paragraph  7,  below«  Light  and  sporadic  contact 
continues  throughout  the  AOo 

c.  Kentucky.  The  '9th  Mar  Regt  conducted  ciwibat  operations  in  the  pied¬ 
mont  area  of  northero  Quang  Tri  Province  through  3V  July,  with  the  results 
indicated  in  paragraph- 7,  below.  Other  than  the  unnamed  operation  before 
maitloned,  light  and  sporadic  contact  continues  throughout  the  AO. 

d.  Napoleon/Saline.  Elanents  of  the  tat  and  3d  Mar  Regts  conducted 
combat  operations  along  the  Cua  Viet  River  in  northeastern  Quang- Tri  Pro¬ 
vince  through  3l  July,  with  the  results  indicated  In  paragraph  7,  below. 

The  Cua  Viet  River  was  closed  temporarily  during  tiie  auarter  due  to  enemy 
mining  and  sapper  activities  (see  paragraph  3,  belcw).  Light  and  sporadic 
contact  continues. 

4*  (C)  The  1st  ACD  continued  its  conduct  of  combat  operations  in  southern 
Quang  Tri  Province  and-  Thua  Thien  Province  by  cominencing  Jeb  Stuart  III  on 
17  May  1968.  Following  Operation  Pegasus,  and  still  in  progress,  Jeb  Stu¬ 
art  III  has  accmulated  the  results  indicated  in  paragraph  7,  beTow.  Ag¬ 
gressive  patrolling,  ambush  and  reconnaissance  activities  continued  through¬ 
out  the  AO. 

5o  (C)  The  lOlst  ACD,  do  designated  on  1  July  1968,  commenced  operation 
Nevada  Eagle  on  17  May.  1968,  following  completion  of  Operation  Delaware. 
Still  in  progress,  Nevada  Eagle  has  attained  the  results  indicated  in  para¬ 
graph  7,  below.  On  1  and  2  May,  the  2d  Bde,  101 st  ACD,  conducted  a  cordon 
of  Phouc  Yen  Village,  six  km  NW  of  Hue,  resulting  in  I4l  enemy  killed  and 
107  prisoners  taken.  The  enemy  made  two  attempts  to  break  out  of  the  cor¬ 
don  and  was  repulsed.  Thereafter,  antillery  continued  to  bombard  the  area 
while  loudspeakers  encouraged  the  enemy  to  surrender.  TAG  air  strikes  and 
CS  gas  were  employed  resulting  in  increasing  nimbers  of  the  enemy  surren¬ 
dering.  The  107  prisoners  taken  is  beliesved  to  be  the  largest  number  cap¬ 
tured  during  any  single  battle  in  Vietnam. 

6.  (C)  On  1  Hay  1968,  HQ  PCV  commenced  Rice  Denial  Operations  with  elements 
of  tbs  3d  Mar  Div,  Ist  and  lOtdt  ACDs,  in  conjunction  with  the  1st  ARVN  Div. 
A  four-phased  operation  was  conducted  throughout  the  rice  producing  area  of 
Quang  IVi  and  Thua  Thian  Provinces.  The  operation  was  designed  to  provide 
security  for  civilian  rice  collection  efforts,  deny  eneny  access  to  rice, 
seek  out  and  destroy  his  rice  gathering  forces  and  return  to  government  con¬ 
trol  rice  collected  by-  the  enemy.  The  operation  terminated  on  or  about 
30  June  1968,  although”^  rice  caches  are  still  being  found  and  reported. 

Rice  denial  efforts  resulted  in  the  capture  of  752.5  tons  of  rice  ajid  de¬ 
struction  of  an  additional  29  tons,  cf  tnis  toial  AT-cJj'  forces  accountod  for 
approxlaately  2(X)  tons.

8.  (C)  Task  Fore*  Clearwater « 

a.  TF  Clearwater  is  a  U3  Navy  command  OPCON  to  PCV.  This  comnand  con¬ 
tains  +WO  river  divisions  equipped  with  river  patrol  boats  (PBR)  and  a 
coastal  division  equipped  with  pneumatic  air  cushion  vehicles  (PACV).  The 
task  force  mission  is  to  coordinate  logistics  movements  and  provide  securi¬ 
ty  for  logistical  vifater  craft  on  the  Cua  Viet  River-  between  Cua  Viet  and 
Dong  Hag  and  on  the  Perfune  River  between  Tan  My  and  Hue.  The  task  force 
also  provides  forces  for  Market  Time  activities. 

b.  During  the  resorting  period  TSF  Clearwater  detected  68,430  vessels 
(PerfiBie  River  -  58g688|  Cua  Viet  River  9742)  on  the  Inland  waterways 
within  the  PCV  AO.  They  boarded  and  searched  i6,73k  vessels  for  unmani¬ 
fested  cargo,  weapons,  improper  ID  cards  and  draft  dodgers.  306  individ¬ 
uals  were  detained  for  the  following  violations;  unmanifested  cargo  4^, 
curfew  violators  119,,  improper  ID  cards  5tg  Inside  restracted  areas  33, 
on  VC  list  22,  and  35  others  for  minor  violations.  The  effectiveness  of 
the  above  program  is  indicated  by  the  reduced  infiltration  on  these  inland 
waterways,  the  uninterrtpted  flow  of  US  ?.ogistic  craft  on  the  LOCs  (the 
two  LOCs  were  closed  only  1^  days  throughout  the  reporting  period)  and  the 
enemy ^s  inabili.ty  to  use  the  waterways. 

c.  On  25  «?i>ne  1968,  Coastal  Div  17,  which  has  three  PACVs,  was  assigned 
to  TF  Clearwater.  The  appearance  of  the  PACV  on  the  Can  Hai  Bay  has  in  30 
days  reduced  the  number  of  curfew  violators  from  over  100  per  night  to  a- 
boat  five  per  night.  The  PACV  has  also  been  used  to  support  combat  opera¬ 
tions  in  the  vicinity  of  Can  Hai  Bay  by  providing  blocking/screening  forces. 

d.  TF  Clearwsites,  in  conjunction  with  RVN  itth,  i2th  and  13th  Junk 
Fleets,  and  the 32d  River  Assault  Group  (RAG),  has  successfully  harassed  and 
interdicted  the  NVA/VC  waterborne  infiltration  movement  within  NICTZ. 

D.  PERSONNIL.  ADMINISTRATION.  MORALE,  DISCIPLINE  AND  MEDICAL 

1 «  (U)  Personnel  Administration. 

a.  Military  Personnel  Management.  During  the  reporting  period  there 
was  an  increase  In  personnel  administrative  activities  to  include  process¬ 
ing  of  personnel  actions,  promotion  board  actions,  maintenance  of  person¬ 
nel  records,  replacement  processing,  etc.,  with  the  assignment  of  C  Btry, 
6/16th  Arty  and  1st  Bn,  83d  Arty.  This  additional  workload  was  accomplish¬ 
ed  without  the  assignment  of  additional  administrative  personnel.  The  108th 
Artillery  Group  was  also  assigned,  but  no  additional  workload  was  created

as  administrative  and  personnel  functions  were  retained  bv  the  Group., 

b.  Civilian  Personnel  Management.  The  command  obtained  an  authoriza¬ 
tion  for  one  DAC  Safety  Officer  and  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  di- 
ioct  hire  Vietnamese  Natiorials  from  30  to  34..  Also  authority  for  daily 
hire  of  approximately  40  Vietnamese  Nationals  per  day  for  the  first  ouarter 
FY  69  was  granted » 

Co  "t ligious  Activities.  During  the  period  a  continuous  effort  was 
maintained  by  the  Chaplain  Section  to  provide  religious  coverage  in  the 
PCV  AO.  Chaplain  unit  personnel  rosters  were  mcnitored  to  facilitate  time¬ 
ly  fill  of  vacancies,  and  units  without  chaplains  were  assisted  by  "friendly 
neighbor"  Amy,  Navy  or  Marine  unit  chaplains.  Through  these  methods,  com¬ 
plete  coverage  of  religious  services  was  accomplished  throughout  the  PCV  AO. 

2.  (U)  Discipline,  Law  and  Order.  Provost  Marshal  Activities.  During 
the  reporting  period,  this  office  engaged  in  the  PM  functions  outlined  in 

FM  IO‘i-5  and  Corps  directives.  Divisional  military  police  companies  assign¬ 
ed  to  the  1st  and  lOlst  ACDs  and  the  3d  Mar  Div  continued  to  provide  tac¬ 
tical  military  police  siqjport  to  their  respective  divisions.  The  l6th  VP 
Group  task  force  provided  non-tactical  area  military  police  support  as  out¬ 
lined  in  paragraph  4a,  USARV  Regulation  190-1.  This  support  included  con¬ 
voy  escorts,  traffic  enforcement  and  accident  investigation  on  main  sirpply 
routes,  evacuation  of  prisoners  of  war  from  division  collecting  points  to 
the  III  MAF  collecting  point  at  Da  Nang,  discipline,  law  and  order  in  the 
cities  of  Quang  Tri  and  Hue,  and  investigation  of  criminal  off^enses  involv¬ 
ing  non-divisional  troops. 

3.  (U)  Medical.  During  the  period,  excellent  medical  support  was  con¬ 
tinually  provided  units  in  the  PCV  AO.  This  capability  was  increased  with 
the  movement  into  the  area  of  the  t75th  Medical  Detachment  (Vet  Svc,  Large) 
vdiich  established  teams  at  am  base  camps  to  provide  complete  veterinarv 
support  for  scout/sentry  dog  units  and  food  inspection  facilities  for  Class 
I  subsistence.  Ihe  capability  to  provide  specialized  out-patient  support 
was  also  increased  with  the  arrival  of  the  6l6th  Medical  Company  (Clearing) 
(-)  in  the  area.  Although  not  completely  operational,  the  unit  was  able  to 
provide  s»9)port  through  the  xitilization  of  assigned  personnel  at  other  medi¬ 
cal  facilities  located  in  the  area.

1  o  (C)  Two  s^arate  Incidents  durlrig  the  month  of  May  caused  consid¬ 
erable  loss  in  aviation  assets  within  the  Corps.  The  first  was  Operation 
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Delaware  In  vdilch  a  total  of  30  aircraft  were  destroyed;  2ti  in  the  opera¬ 
tional  area  (A  Shau  Valley)  and  nine  outside  the  area,  but  still  talcing 
part  in  the  operation.  The  second  incident  was  the  mortar  attack  on  Camp 
Evans,  tst  ACD  base  caa^j.  The  mortar  attack  which  hit  an  ammunition  stor¬ 
age  area  caused  subsequent  explosions  that  were  responsible  for  five  aii*- 
craft  destroyed,  46  heavily  damaged,  33  moderately  damaged  and  40  lightly 
damaged.  A  total  of  124  aircraft  suffered  damage  with  40  of  them  being 
declared  flyable  within  a  24  hoiu"  period. 

2.  (C)  One  problem  area  during  the  period  was  low  availability  rate 
of  CH-47s.  Causal  factors  wore  high  flying  time  due  to  large  scale  opera¬ 
tions,  aircraft  losses  due  to  the  incidents  mentioned  in  paragraph  1  above, 
and  an  increase  in  the  intensity  and  accuracy  of  enemy  ground  fire.  Im¬ 
provement  duririg  June  showed  the  101  at  ACD  /s  availability  raoe  tqj  from 
a  low  of  20S(  to  a  high  of  705^,  and  the  tst  ACD  from  40^  to  75^. 

3.  (C)  Redesignation  of  the  101st  Airborne  Division  to  the  101st  ACD 
occured  1  JtOy  1968.  Ihe  308th  Combat  Aviation  Battalion  was  redesignated 
the  I59th  Assault  Support  Helicopter  Battalion  (aSHB).  The  l60th  Aviation 
Group  was  formed,  consisting  of  the  I63d  General  Support  Company  (GS),  the 
lOist  Assault  Helicopter  Battalion  (AHB),  less  the  gun  company,  and  the 
159th  ASHB.  In  addition,  the  division  has  the  aero  medical  evacuation  pla¬ 
toon  of  the  322d  Medical  Battalion.  The  division  lacks  the  followirig  avia¬ 
tion  unitss  an  air  cav  sqdn,  an  aerial  rocket  artiUeiy  bn  (ARA),  and  ad¬ 
ditional  ASHB,  D  Company  (gun  company)  of  the  lOlst  AHB,  an  ASHC,  and  the 
heavy  helicopter  company  (CH-54). 

4.  (U)  During  the  last  quarter  the  Corps  Aviation  Company  (Provisional) 
was  assigned  two  0H-6A  aircrsift  to  better  enable  ihe  company  to  support  the 
air  transportation  requirements  of  the  Corps  Staff. 

5.  (U)  On  30  July  1968,  an  MTDE  for  CoxTps  Avn  Co  (Prov)  was  fonrarded 
to  HQ,  USARV.  The  MTOS  requested  additional  helicopter  assets  (two  DH-ls 
and  ten  0H-6As)  and  personnel. 

j.  signal 

1.  (C)  Termination  of  Operation  Delaware.  The  opening  of  this  report¬ 
ing  period  coincided  with  the  termination  of  Operation  Delaware.  Retrieval 
and  evacuation  of  the  conmunication  equipment  from  Hill  t487  (ID  407Q35) 
was  closely  coordinated  with  the  1st  ACD  to  insure  use  of  the  equipment  un¬ 
til  all  troops  were  wlthdirawn  ftom  the  A  Shau  Vali^.  The  1st  ACD  heli- 
lifted  the  equipment  from  the  hill,  and  returned  it  to  CasQ}  Evans  upon  ter¬ 
mination  of  the  operation. 

2.  (C)  Fast  Reaction  Procedures  for  Controlling  Southeast  Asia  Opera¬ 
tions. 

a.  In  April  1968,  tSie  JCS  directed  that  procedures  be  established  to 
erqjedite  tranaaission  of  kqy  instructions  from  hi^  national  authority  to 
Southeast  Asia  operating  forces.  In  order  to  test  the  procedures,  messages 
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boaring  the  title  '‘Red  iiocket  Exercise"  were  orlj^lnated  by  MACV  with  a  goal 
of  delivery  to  divieione  of  l8  minutes, 

b.  At  the  outsat  of  tne  e'.c?!rci8c,  the  Corps  received  each  of  three 
"Rod  Rocket  Sxerclae"  messaged  up  to  nine  times.  This  caused  confusion  and 
retarded  rather  than  insured  speed  of  delivery  of  the  cxeaciae  message, 

PCV  analysis  of  this  situation  assisted  in  escablishment  by  MACV  of  revised 
routing  procedures  lihich  provided  minimum  rediindancy,  yet  alleviate  the 
mtiltiple  receipt  problem.  Messages  are  note  being  received  only  twice, 

3,  (C)  Contingency  Plan  9-^8,  Lessons  learned  from  Operation  Pegasus 
and  Delaware  pointed  the  need  for  a  contingency  package  of  signal  enulp- 
ment  and  personnel  for  future  Corps  operations,  A  conmioiications  contin¬ 
gency  plan  OPLAN  9-68,  was  therefore  publiehed.  The  plan  had  the  concur¬ 
rence  of  ACofS  CE,  USARV,  and  CG,  Ist  Signal  ’'r^gade,  I  designates  cer¬ 
tain  equipments  for  Corps  contingency  purposes.  In  geno^sal,  this  contin¬ 
gency  package  consists  of  two  12  channel  VHP  sv stems  and  ons  2U  channel 
tropo  cystem. 

4*  (U)  SiQjport  of  Rice  Denial  Operations, 

a.  Corps  rice  denial  operations  went  into  effect  on  15  May  and  termi¬ 
nated  on  30  June,  These  operations  did  not  require  any  major  shifts  in 
signal  support  configurations  in  !IXCTZo 

b.  During  this  period  there  were  several  requirements  for  short  tenn, 
short  distance,  low  capacity^  multichannel  communications  to  support  the 
divisions.  Notably,  the  101  at  ACD  required  several  of  tnese  systems. 

Four  AN/C!RC-163  radio  teminal  teams,  idiich  were  residual  USARV  assets 
made  available  to  PCV  for  Pegasus  and  Delaware,  were  used  to  satisfy  these 
requirements.  These  teams  were  committed  in  a  four-channel  ground  mode  of 
operation  generally  connecting  major  elements  of  tne  division  to  temporary 
advance  fire  bases.  The  AN/GRC-163  systems  were  found  to  be  an  idsal  solu-- 
tion  to  these  communications  requii^ents  because  of  the  radio’s  simplicity, 
compactness  and  reliability, 

5,  (U)  Motor  and  Air  Courier  System,  During  the  post-Delaware  period, 
PCV  motor  and  air  courier  qystems  were  perfected.  The  relatively  small  AO 
made  courier  services  particularly  desireable.  Close  coordination  between 
Corps  Aviation,  AG,  Si^al  and  the  division  signal  elements  resulted  in 
successful  coutder  schedules  and  operations, 

6.  (C)  Deactivation  of  Khe  Sarh  Combat  Base  (KSCB), 

a,  A  decision  was  made  in  c:  ly  June  ‘.968  to  deactivate  fOEB  and  to 
shift  command  of  forces  on  the  Kh?  Sanh  Plateau  to  the  la  -  LZ  ^tud  area. 
This  required  a  new  configuratio.-;  of  the  former  Khe  San^  -  Hue  tropo  sys- 
tm. 

bo  An  AN/THC-129  eysteni  was  eojineered  between  Phu  Bad  a^'d  LZ  Stud  to 
support  the  move  of  TF  Hotel,  The  path  profile  indicatec  th.f  c  the  planned 
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aystein  would  b«  of  marginal  qmlityi  Howovor^  3d  Mar  Div  Installed  an  AN/ 
TRC-97  tropo  system  for  test  purposeso  The  results  of  the  test  indicated 
the  system  would  work.  The  AN/TRC-129  system  between  Phu  Bai  and  IZ  Stud 
was  installed  on  29  June  19605  the  system  was  of  such  poor  Quality,  how¬ 
ever,  that  it  could  not  support  teletype  circuits u  The  Pnu  Bai  terminal 
was  relocated  to  Hue,  with  a  resultant  improvement  in  system  quality.  The 
system  was  activated  and  channelized  as  a  Corps  command  and  control  system 
(AACS)  by  1  July. 

7.  (C)  Comnunications  Support  for  Operation  Thor. 

a.  Operation  Ihor  was  an  air/artillery /naval  gunfire  operation  in  the 
eastern  half  of  the  DMZ.  As  such,  the  operation  was  planned  and  controlled 
by  CG,  PCV  Artillery.  His  command  and  control  plan  iricluded  use  of  the  ex¬ 
isting  command  post,  I06th  Arty  Gp,  Dong  Ha,  for  a  PCV  Forward  CP. 

b.  Basic  comnunications  planning  took  cognizamce  of  requirements  for 
coordination  between  PCV  and  PCV  Forward,  PCV  Forward  and  3d  Mar  Div,  and 
air/ground  communications  with  US  Air  Force  control  elements.  CG,  PCV 
Artillery  planned  to  use  existing  100th  Arty  Gp  communications  to  control 
subordinate  artillery  units,  and  3d  Mar  Div  conmunications  for  coordina¬ 
tion  of  naval  gunfire  support. 

c.  Communications  from  Phu  Bai  to  Dong  Ha  presented  no  special  problem 
since  the  route  constitutes  the  main  axis  of  c-'ninanications  in  the  Corps 
Zone.  Lack  of  local  cable  paths  in  Dong  Ha,  however,  posed  a  potential 
problem  in  that  local  temination  of  new  circuits  or  installation  of  addi¬ 
tional  telephones  between  I08th  Arty  Gp  and  3c  Mar  Div  wouJd  be  virtually 
Impossible.  The  problem  was  solved  by  establishment  of  a  temporarv  multi¬ 
channel  radio  relpy  system  in  the  Dong  Ka  area. 

d.  Time  frcsn  initial  planning  to  installation  -of  systems  and  circuits 
was  cne  week.  As  the  PCV  Signal  Staff  used  the  Corps  Artillery  Communica¬ 
tions  Officer  as  the  single  point  of  contact  for  def/eloping  initial  commu¬ 
nications  requirements,  the  communications  officer,  »08Lh  Arty  Gp,  was 
brought  into  the  planning  as  soon  as  it  was  known  that  his  communication 
facilities  would  be  used  to  the  utmost  for  termination  special  circuits. 
CO,  63d  Signal  Battalion,  who  would  provide  most  of  the  personnel  and 
equipment  for  communications  support,  was  kept  abreast  of  plans  as  thay  crys¬ 
tallized. 


e«  Circuit  requirements  for  Operation  Thor  were  provided  by  the  Corps 
Signal  Section  on  26  June  1960  and  encompassed  eight  sole  user  voice  cir^ 
cuits  between  PCV  Forward  and  elements  of  the  3d  Mar  Div,  PCV  and  the  MACV 
TASE  at  Tan  Son  Nhut.  A  dedicated  TTa  circuit  from  the  III  MAP  Photo  In¬ 
terpretation  Center,  Da  Nang,  to  PCV  Forward  was  also  renulred.  i'n  addi¬ 
tion  there  was  a  need  for  continuous  radio  contact  with  the  USAF  APCCC 
from  1  July  to  the  temination  of  the  operation. 

f.  With  the  exception  of  the  dedicated  TTY  circuit  from  the  III  MAF 
Photo  Interpretation  Section,  all  communications  for  the  operation  were 
installed  and  operational  by  301S0CH  Jun  68.  Installation  was  facilitated 
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by  engineering  a  12  channel  VHP  system  between  3d  Kar  Diy  and  ’  07  Forward, 
^his  system  was  required  because  of  lack  of  existing  c.ibie  pairc  between 
the  t08th  Arty  Gp  and  3<1  Har  Div,  and  between  the  1C6tl:  Arty  Gp  and  the  ra¬ 
dio  relay  site  at  Dong  Ha, 

g,  Tennination  of  circuits  at  Da  Nang  was  accomplished  with  personnel 
aixl  equipment  of  the  37th  Signal  Battalion  as  coordinated  by  CO,  A3d  Sig 
Bn,  Phu  Bal,  The  AN/(3)C-26  link  between  Da  Nang  and  Dong  Ha  operated  with 
an  excq>tionally  hi^  degree  of  reliability  throu^out  the  opeiution.  The 
primary  teletype  circuit  between  the  photo  interpretation  center  at  Da  Nang 
and  the  headquarters  at  Dong- Ha  was  somewhat  less  reliable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  operation.  There  was,  however,  no  loss  of  communications  between 
the  tw3  points  because  of  the  available  RATT  backup, 

h,  US  7th  AF  was  requested  to  assme  responsibility  for  teminal  eauln^- 
ment  and  operators  to  satisfy  the  requirement  for  communications  with  the 
ABCCC  (Airborne  Command  Control  Center),  The  Air  Force  provided  one  AN/^®C- 
106  ground  teminal  operating  on  VHF  and  UKF,  The  system  worked  well  with 
only  occasional  loss  of  contact  caused  by  electrical  power  failures, 

io  Comnunlcations  support  provided  for  Operation  Thor  proved  success¬ 
ful.  Ho'wever,  the  voltne  of  hi^  precedence  teletype  traffic  between  7th 
AF  and  PCV  Forward  was  grossly  underestimated.  Also,  the  106th  Arty  Op’s 
cmnmunications  center  proved  Inadequate  to  handle  the  increased  volume  of 
all  types  of  teletype  traffic  generated  by  the  operation.  This  experience 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  mobile  teletype  central  augmentation  be  com¬ 
mitted  in  future  operatlona  of  this  type.  These  deficiencies  were  minor 
and  did  not  materially  detract  from  the  overall  value  of  the  signal  com¬ 
munications  euppoirt  piuvidad. 

6.  (U)  AN/TSC-^6  Outages.  Several  prolonged  outages  have  occurred  on 
the  AN/TRC-66' s  that  fom  several  of  the  links  in  the  Southeast  Asia  Wide 
Band  System/Integrated  Wide  Band  Communications  System  (SEAWBS/IWGS)  in 
NICTZ.  These  outages  reflected  the  need  for  alternate  routing  on  parallel 
tactical  eystems.  The  AACS  backbone  system  in  the  PCV  AO  was  used  to  pro¬ 
vide  some  alternate  routing  and  helped  alleviate  some  of  the  more  serious 
outage  problems. 

9o  (C)  l60th  Aviation  Group.  During  the  last  month  of  the  reporting 
period  the  lOlst  Abn  Div  was  redesignated  the  lOist  aCD,  Currmutly,  the 
division  is  being  tailored  for  an  air  cavalry  role,  Concwnitantly,  the 
l60th  Avn  Gp  was  oxganizsd  as  a  major  subordinate  unit  of  the  lOtst  ACD, 
and  located  at  Gia  Le.  The  lOlst  ACD  requested  Corps  communications  sup¬ 
port  for  the  l60th  Avn  Gp  as  the  division  was  unable  to  provide  conmon  user 
telephone  service  fitxa  the  Camp  £agle  AN/)lTC-t  switchboard.  This  switch¬ 
board  is  filled  to  capacity.  The  support  required  consisted  of  providing 
the  l60th  Avn  Gp  access  to  the  Any  Area  Switchboard  at  Gia  Le,  A  four 
channel  AN^QlC-112  radio  relay  system  was  installed  between  the  lAOth  Avn 
Gp  and  tiie  Gia  Le  switchboard.  This  sys-bem  will  remain  operational  until 
a  25  pair  cable  can  be  constructed  and  extended  to  the  lAOth  Avn  Gp. 
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1.  (C)  Command  Relationships.  No  changes  have  occurred  during  the  re¬ 
porting  period.  The  two  US  Anny  engineer  battalions  in  general  support  of 
the  Ist  and  lOlst  ACDs  are  part  of  the  45th  Engineer  Group  and  are  tasked 
ly  III  MAFo  Five  mobile  construction  battalions  (Seabee)  are  assigned  to 
the  32d  Naval  Construction  Regiment  (NCR)  and  are  tasked  throxigh  III  MAF. 
One  Fleet  Marine  Force  (FMF)  engineer  battalion  is  in  general  support  of 
the  3d  Mar  Div  and  is  tasked  by  III  MAF«  The  CC^  PCVy  has  no  dii'ect  task¬ 
ing  authority  of  general  support  engineer  units  within  the  PC7  AO. 

2.  (C)  Operations. 

a.  S^)port  of  Tactical  Operations. 

(1)  Operation  Delaware.  A  denial  plan  was  executed  during  the  closihg 
phase  of  Operation  Delaware.  Denial  was  afforded  by  employment  of  nuisance 
mining  using  antitank  and  antipersonnel  mines,  and  employed  the  maxiniin  use 
of  antilift  and  booby  trap  devices.  Selected  areas  were  contasdnsted  with 
GS  gas.  Denial  was  directed  toward  poesible  assembly  areas,  artillery  po¬ 
sitions,  bivoxiac  areas,  tn*:k  parks,  access  and  egress  roxites.  Mines  were 
axjgmented  with  electronic  sensors  and  aerial  delivered  gravel  and  micro 
gravel  (sensor  activation).  Ringtrops  were  also  used  to  inhibit  labor  for¬ 
ces  In  road  repairs  and  to  damage  vehicle  tires, 

(2)  Operation  Thor.  Operation  Thor  required  the  construction  of  4A 
hasty  gxm  pads  to  include  personnel  and  ammunition  bunkers .  Conrftrxjction 
was  performed  in  ten  days  at  sites  A-2,  A-3,  A-<f  and  in  the  vicinity  of 
Dong  Ha  by  the  11th  Engineer  Battalion  (FMF). 

bo  LOCs  and  Logistical  Support  Facilities. 

(1)  Two  bridges  on  the  Perfxae  River  at  Hue  were  destroyed  dxiring  Tet. 
The  railroad  bridge  (converted  to  hi^way)  was  repaired  by  HMK  Co  and  pas¬ 
sed  one  way  traffic  (class  40)  on  5  «^xily  l968.  Tne  highway  bridge  was  re¬ 
paired  by  the  Eiffel  Company  and  passed  one  way  traffic  (Class  15)  on  28 
July. 

(2)  The  Ammi  Bridge  at  Nam  Hoa  on  Rf  ute  547  was  opened  to  two  way 
traffic  on  15  July.  The  M-i4/CL60  float  bridge  was  removed  and  shipped  to 
Da  Nang  on  or  aboitt  25  July. 

(3)  -Vfork  started  on  rehabilitation  of  the  Hue  -  Da  Nang  railroad.  Re¬ 
pair  of  the  Truoi  Brtdge  was  begun  on  22  July  'i%8  by  KCB  62,  and  clearing 
of  tunnels  through  the  Hai  Van  Pass  was  begun  on  22  July  ly  the  35  th  Engr 
Bn,  45th  Engr  Q).  Repair  and  replacosent  of  track  is  being  pertormod  by 
the  Vietnamese  National  Railroad. 

3.  (C)  QLl.  I^grading  QLl  as  a  iwo  way  all-weather  road  Trom  Da  Nang 
to  Dong  Ha  continxies.  Primary  reeqponsibility  rests  with  the  32d  NCR  with 
the  exception  of  the  portion  froa  Name  Bridge  to  Phu  Loc,  wheiri  the  35th 
Qagr  Bn  has  the  xipgrading  mission.  Mbrk  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in 
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the  Hai  Var.  Pass  area  before  liio  onecL  of  the  ND  mouooono  Ttic 
includes  laying  asphaltic  concrete  pavement  norm  to  bang  Coo 
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ko  (C)  Rock  Quariy  Opera tionso  Due  to  the  critical  shortage  of  crushed 
rock  in  NICTZ,  three  rock  quarriesj,  operated  by  the  Seabees^  are  in  opera¬ 
tion  2h  hours  per  day.  It  is  estLiiatea  that  the  two  shift  crusher  operation

6.  (C)  Airfields o  Ihe  airfield  at  Caap  R\ans  is  t^ing  upgraded  to  a 
type  Ilg  C-iJOj,  all-weather  airfield  and  is  scheduled  for  completion  by  30 
September  1968« 

?•  (C)  ASP  Gonstructiono  Permanent  ASP  cromplexea  are  being  construc¬ 
ted  at  Quang  Tri  and  Camp  Evanso 

8o  (C)  Monsoon  PosturOo  Ihe  positioning  and  relocation  of  units  within 
the  AD  has  generated  a  considerable  requirement  for  engineer  effort..  The

a«  Civ^c  Action  Progress » 

(l)  Dxiring  the  three  month  reporting  period j,  Civ'it  Action  showed  a 
definite  increase  over  the  previous  reporting  period a  The  plans  formed  in 
March  and  April  were  vigorously  executed  during  the  montns  of  May  through 
July,  During  this  time,  the  units  OPCON  to  PCV  spent  over  7200  man-days 
(ten  hour  days)  in  civic  action  work^  including  over  o2,000  patients  treated 
in  the  Medical  Civic  Action  Program  (MEDCAP)o  In  addition  to  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  amount  of  commodity  support  (the  (  orps  units  supplied  an 
average  of  seven  to  ten  tons  of  commodities  of  all  Kinds  each  week  in  their 
civic  action  programs),  there  was  a  noticeable  rise  in  the  ntimber  of  major 
civic  action  programs  imdertaken,,  Tnese  included  such  projects  in  the  field 
of  eonstruotion/rsconstruction  as  the  creation  of  a  hospital  from  a  former 
dispensary  in  Dong  Ha,  the  building  of  a  new  school  in  Ouang  Tri  City,  the 
building  of  new  market  places  in  Huso  Other  projects  varied  from  scholar¬ 
ship  work  (the  General  Walt  Scholarship  Fund  and  American  Universities  and 
Colleges  Scholarship  Assistance),  to  refugee  evacxiation,  the  spending  of 
Tet  Aggression  Relief  Project  (TARP)  funds  on  victims  of  the  Tet  Offensive, 
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and  from  the  reinstitution  of  the  Dental  Civic  Action  Propram  IDFJITCAP)^ 
to  the  direct  support  by  monies,  technical  advice  arid  assistance,  and  com¬ 
modities  to  over  80  public  institutions  or  projects o 

(2)  During  the  reporting  period  the  PCV  G5  Section  coordinated  a  num¬ 
ber  of  activities^  Ihe  foUoidng  are  representative  of  tnese  activities. 

During  the  month  of  May  the  G5  coordinated  the  initial  conference  on  the 
Rice  Denial  Operation.  Also  the  section  coordinated  the  assets  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  division  G5  sections  for  support  of  the  plan  and  acted  as  a  liaison  ' 

agency  with  province  personnel  towards  achieving  a  smoother  operation.  The 
PCV  05,  aa  principal  action  office,  was  also  the  source  through  »rtiich  mili¬ 
tary  assistance  was  initially  channelled;  specifically,  vehicle  ana  heli-  / 

copter  support  was  provided  to  the  GVN  for  movement  of  rice  to  secure  areas.  J 

As  a  direct  result  of  these  activities  over  70  tl■^lCK  days  (ten  hour  days)  | 

and  over  80  nours  of  helicopter  support  were  giver:  and  nearly  400  tons  of  i 

rice  moved.  During  the  months  of  May  and  June  the  PCV  05,  together  with 
the  Corps  Engineer,  coordinated  the  employment  of  U£>/F’V>''AF  assets  towards 
the  completion  of  the  Can  Lo  Refugee  Center  Reservoir  which  now  provides 
critically  needed  water  to  some  20,000  refugees.  IVie  section  also  directly 
supported  the  Hue  ARVN  Armed  Forces  Celebration  during  i7  -  l9  June.  The 
section  supplied  almost  two  tons  of  toys  and  other  gifts  to  the  ist  ARVN 
Div  G5  Advisor  for  distribution  at  the  celebration.  During  July,  the  sec¬ 
tion,  in  concert  with  province  personnel,  coordinated  and  monitored  the 
movement  of  8000  refugees,  primarily  Bru  Montagnards,  from  ihe  Cam  Lo  Refu¬ 
gee  Center  to  new  resettlement  sites  in  the  Coa  Valley.  In  Jtily  the  PCV  G5 
chaired  a  coordination  conference  attended  by  military,  province  and  Corps 
personnel  in  vdiich  general  plans  were  fomidLated  for  Joint  Pacification 
Operations  (combining  Phoenix,  County  Fair,  and  normal  cordon  and  search 
activities). 

b.  Civic  Action  Effectiveness.  Ihe  following  trends  were  noted  in 
civic  action  reports  received  by  this  headauarters: 

(1)  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  desire  shown  ty  the  people  to 
improve  their  personal  health  situation,  their  saiiitation  and  their  general 
welfare . 

(2)  As  a  direct  result  of  civic  action  wrk,  the  image  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  Vietnam  has  been  enhanced  at  the  grassroots  level.

(3)  The  people  are  gaining  a  greater  degree  :>!'  confidence  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  Vietnam’s  abilities  and  desire  to  protect  and  assist  them. 

(4)  Increasing  amounts  of  low  level  intelligence  are  being  gained 
from  areas  which  have  received  civic  action  assistance  and,  in  some  instan¬ 
ces,  members  of  the  Viet  Cong  Infrastructxrre  have  beer,  identified  ana/or 
turned  in  during  civic  action  activities, 

(5)  MBDCAPS  continue  to  be  the  most  effective  high  unpact  civic  action 
program  available  ty  virtue  of  the  large  number  of  persons  reached  and  the  / 
imnediacy  of  the  results  of  the  assistance  provided.  Greater  anpnasis  is 
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being  placed  on  getting  more  assistance  in  this  area  from  GVK  health  person¬ 
nel  as  the  effectiveness  of  this  program  would  be  particularly  useful  in 
helping  the  people  identify  with  the  govwnment^ 

(6)  Conm unity  organization  and  discipline  has  improved  displaying  a 
willingness  on  the  part  of  the  people  to  improve  their  sitxiationy  something 
which  can  be  described  best  as  "civic  pride o" 

2.  (U)  PSYOP  Activities o 

So  The  PCV  G5  monitored  all  PSYOP  conducted  in  PCV  AO  and  coordinated 
with  adjacent  and  higher  headquarters. 

b.  During  the  reporting  period  the  PSYOP  Division  developed  and  pub= 
lished  five  PSYOP  Annexes  to  Corps  OPLANS.  Special  leaflets  and  tapes  were 
designed  and  requested  for  all  plans. 

c.  PCV  G5g  PSYOP  DivisJ-on,  continued  to  receive  and  screen  reouests 
from  the  divisions  and  submit  the  requests  to  III  MAP  PSYOP  Support  Center 
on  a  daily  basis.  During  the  reporting  period  the  PSYOP  Division  processed 
an  average  of  632  requests  weekly  and  in  response  to  these  reouests,  a 
weekly  average  of  18,000,000  leaflets  were  aisseminated  and  {>0  hours  of 
aerial  tape  broadcasts  were  flown.

a.  OB^VATION;  Oiq>lleatlon  of  effort  in  the  Target  Infonnation  Cen¬ 
ter  and  Arc  Light  Section. 

b.  EYALGATIPN;  Two  eimilar  targeting  agencies  operated  in  HO,  PCV  - 
the  Target  Information  Center  operated  b/  PCV  ArtHlery  and  the  Arc  Light 
targeting  section  operated  bgr  GS.  A  study  of  the  flow  of  intelligence 
iofoimatlon  into  both  sections  indicated  di9>lication  of  effort  in  many 
respects  and  further,  tkat  each  was  receiving  information  from  at  least 
one  source  not  being  exploited  by  the  other.

2.  (C)  Item;  Speeding  up  of  Initial  Prisoner  of  War  (PW)  Interroga¬ 
tion  Reports. 

a.  OBSEHVATKMl;  During  the  quarter,  the  reouirenent  for  forwarding 
Initial  Prisoner  Interrogation  Reports  (IPIR)  to  arrive  at  MACV  within 
12  hours  was  rarely  satisfied. 

J).  EVALDATltW;  Often,  during  c<m>pany-8ized  operations,  there  are  no 
linguists  or  Interpreters  present  in  the  fidd  to  interrogate  PWs.  The 
initial  interrogation,  therefore,  is  not  conducted  imtil  the  PW  can  be 
brought  back  to  a  prisoner  collection  point,  usually  at  brigade  lerel. 
ibis  situation  results  in  delays  of  filing  IPIRs  for  24  hours  or  longer 
depending  on  the  tactical  situation.  The  12  hour  deadline  has  been  met 
idien  Kit  Carson  Scouts,  or  an  interpreter,  were  present  to  conduct  ini¬ 
tial  Interrogation. 

Co  RECOMMEHD ATIoy s  That  Interpreters,  qualified  linguists,  or  Kit 
Carson  Spouts  be  utilized  on  all  con9>aixy-siz^  operations. 

3.  (C)  Items  Delay  of  Electrically  Trananitted  Intelligence  Messages. 

a.  OBgRVATIcyT;  Mach  intelligence  traffic  is  delayed  when  transmitted 
electrically  due  to  message  center  backlog,  mechanical  breakdown,  garbled 
transmission,  etc. 

bo  EVALUATICMIs  Ihe  value  of  the  intelligence  collection  program  is 
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often  diminished  by  loss  of  timeliness  in  dissemination  of  information  to 
users  iUid  reporting  of  raw  intelligence  to  processors u  Reouesting  retrans¬ 
mission  of  garbled  messages  is  time-consuning  to  the  point  of  loss  of  value 
on  spoilable  intelligence.  Administrative  or  technical  delays  in  trananit- 
ting  intdligence  has  the  same  effect.  In  many  cases  the  problem  has  been 
reduced  by  utilizing  the  helicopter  courier  service  between  PCV  and  its 
subordinate  commands  as  well  as  to  higher  headooarter s.

1.  (C)  Items  Aircraft  Maintenance  and  Supply  Support  Plans. 

a.  OBSERVATION ;  Deployment  of  a  unit  into  NICTZ  necessitated  a  change 
of  siq)port  units.  Stsbaequent  reali^iment  of  maintenance  siq^port  plans  with¬ 
in  PCV  caused  another  change  in  the  ■  supporting  organization  for  the  sub.lect 
unit.  During  both  of  these  changes,  supply  requests  from  the  using  organi¬ 
zation  placed  on  the  supporting  direct  support  imit  were  not  trans^^erred  to 
the  gadiiing  direct  support  unit. 

b.  EVALUATION:  Causative  factors  associated  with  this  problem  area 
can  be  traced  to  a  lack  of  interest  and  commianication  by  both  the  direct 
support  units  and  the  operational  unit.  As  a  result,  several  days  were 
lost  in  excess  supply  action  time  irtiich  led  to  unnecessary  aircraft  down¬ 
time. 


c.  RECOM-iERD ATICM s  That  conmand  emphasis  be  placed  on  timely  updating 
and  transferring  of  outstanding  requests  upon  a  change  in  maintenance  and 
supply  support  plans.

b.  EVALUATION;  The  problem  of  delayed  transport  of  repair  parts  re¬ 
sulted  from  a  lack  of  unit  emi^asls  on  the  use  of  available  transportation 
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assets.  Though  existing  flight  routes  and  schedules  would  require  no 
changes  in  order  to  deliver  repair  parts  eocpeditioualjr*  full  advantage  was 
not  being  taken  of  this  facillt;^.  Whm  utilized  y  dedicated  air  transport 
reduced  shipping  tines  Aron  three  to  five  da^Bo 


c.  RBOCTlhJiNUATIOH;  That  oomanders  continually  evaluate  the  status 
and  avaiiabillty  of  all  transportation  assets  in  order  to  reduce  shipping 
delays. 


3a  (C)  Item;  Requisitlonlpg  of  Supplies. 


a.  OBSERVATlOHs  FCV  unite  continue  to  receive  status  reports  from  de¬ 
pots  as  "Itoknown"  or  ”Requi8ition  Not  Received*'  for  requisitions  which  were 
assuasd  valido  Ihls  situation  contributes  to  significant  delays  in  ebtain- 
ing  needed  ei^splies. 


b.  EVALDATIPH;  The  problm  lies  both  in  depot  inability  to  maintain 
adequate  manual  records  of  requisitions  and  in  unit  failure  to  take  prcmipt 
followtq)  action. 


Co  RECOHMaTOATIPNi  Timely  iroquieitioning  and  aggressive  followup 
action  by  using  tnitsj  pending  depot  transition  to  automat  ion  y  is  essen¬ 
tial  to  mlnifldze  effects  of  manuid  stock  control  system. 


4.  (C)  Items  POL  Tbst  Lab  Equipment. 

a.  OBSBtVATIDNs  Portable  lab  equipment  located  with  each  forward 
support  area  (FSA)  in  the  PCV  AD  would  greatly  enhance  the  respqnsivene  ss 
of  Corps  Class  HI  sappily  facilities. 

b«  EVALPATKlHs  POL  Test  equipsent'is  not  presently  available  in  FSAs 
located  in  the  PC#  AD.  POL  moved  into  the  PCV  AD  normally  is  passed  through 
three  or  more  facilities  before  arrival  at  using  units.  Preouent  handling 
tends  to  increase  the  poeslbility  of  product  contamination .  Presentlyy 
mmipitia  of  suspect  pzoducty  discovered  at  the  Class  HI  facility  in  Ca^ 
Eagle  y  Camp  Evansy  Quang  Tid  or  Bong  Ha  must  be  sent  to  Da  Nang  for  test¬ 
ing.  As  a  resulty  consiiierable  time  is  lost  in  awaiting  transportation  and 
test  results.  The  placement  of  POL  testing  equipment  and  personnel  at  POL 
storage  sites  within  the  PCV  AD  wotild  greatly  enhance  the  flexibility  as¬ 
sociated  with  POL  functiona.

a.  OBSERVATION!  Durii^  the  early  part  of  this  reporting  period,  the 
Any  Area/Coips  Coimunication  Center  at  Phu  Bal  vaa  e^g^eriencing  excessive 
backlogs  of  relay  traffic  to  the  Ist  and  10) st  ACDsu  These  backlogs  were 
caused  primarily  by  the  high  volume  of  uni-service  administrative  traffic 
from  the  division  rears,  USARV  and  Ist  Logistical  Command. 

bo  EVALUATION:  It  was  recognized  that  the  volume  of  this  uni-service 
administrative  traffic  would  increase  rather  than  decrease.  A  one  position, 
multipoint,  "send  only"  circuit  to  the  two  divisions  was  establi^ed  to  aug- 
mmt  the  regular  teletype  service. 

Co  RECOMKENDATION:  None. 

2.  (C)  Item:  Radio  Teminal  Set  AN/GRC-)^3. 

a.  OBSERVATION:  During  the  reporting  period  the  lOlst.  ACD  had  the 
opportiaiity  to  employ  the  AN/GRC-163  sets  In  several  field  tests  under  ad¬ 
verse  weather  and  terrain  conditions.  In  all  cases,  the  eqrdpment  was  in¬ 
stalled  to  provide  single  point  to  point  systems  without  r^ays.  In  many 
cases  the  radio  path  between  terminals  was  not  line  of  sight,  and  the  tri¬ 
ple  canopy  jungle  was  not  cleared  in  the  vicinity  of  the  terminal  areas. 

b.  EVALUATIONSt 

(1)  The  AN/GRC-163  is  equipped  with  only  one  1.5  kw  generator.  Thus, 
when  dianoisited  fraa  the  vehicle,  continuo\i8  use  of  the  AN/GRC-163  is  al¬ 
most  iiqjossible  without  an  additional  power  unit. 

(2)  Overall,  the  equipment  met  or  exceeded  expectations,  and  is  vastly 
superior  to  the  fow  channel  AN/GRC-10  (AN^lRC-68  or  AN/ilRC-tl2)  in  eouip- 
ment  size,  frequency  range,  sia^licity  of  operation,  reliability  and  cireuit 
quality. 

(3)  The  chief  advantage  of  the  ^tem  is  its  small  size.  When  the 
AN/{^-163  is  dismounted,  it  can  be  moved  by  a  UH-1  helicopter  with  two 
generators  and  a  three  man  team.  In  comparison,  the  AN/tolC-68  or  AN/toC-112 
requires  lift  by  a  CK.^?  helicopter  or  eqtdvalent. 

c.  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

( 1 )  That  a  second  1 .5  kw  generator  be  issued  with  the  AN/GSIC-163  . 

(2)  That  the  AN/GRC-163  be  considered  as  a  replacement  for  the  AN/

gency  package  consisting  of  two  complete  12  channel  VHP  ^steos  wi.th  tntei^ 
mediate  relays,  or  one  24  channel  tropospheric  scatter  radio  relay  aystaa 
are  available  for  connitment  by  the  Corps  Commander  on  ^ort  notice  with¬ 
out  prior  USARV  approval.  Also,  PCV  has  available  four  radio  terminals, 
AN/CHC-163  and  four  radio  tenninals  AN/MRC-1.t2<,  By  agreement  with  ACofS  CE, 
USARV,  these  equipments  may  be  employed  in  like  fashion » 

bo  EVALUATION i  Frequently,  the  Corps  Commander  needs  to  conanit  lower 
capacity  systems  than  the  12  or  2Jt.  channel  equipments  as  specified  in  OPI.AN 
9-^0  Tlie  AN/OiC-l63s  and  AN/MRC-1128  are  ideally  suited  to  meet  cuick 
reaction,  short  tarn  cooBunicatlons  requirementso 

c.  RECOMMENDATIONS; 

(1)  That  in  a  situation  %diere  a  corps  relies  solely  on  nod-organic 
signal  siq^port,  the  corps  be  provided  the  arrangement  stated  above o 

(2)  That  the  contingency  plan,  OPLAN  9-^,  remain  in  effect  and  con- 
8iderati.on  be  given  to  expanding  the  plan  to  include  all  of  the  resources 
stated  paragr^  3ft  above, 

4<  (C)  Item;  Hue/Phu  Bai  -  LZ  Stud  AK/TRC~129  System. 

OBSERVATION;  A  new  configuration  of  the  Khe  Sanh  (KSH)  «  Hue 
tropo  system  was  required  to  st^jport  a  displacement  of  forces  on  the  KSH 
Plateau.  An  Aixy  AN/lRC-t29  system  was  engineered  between  Phu  Bai  and  LZ 
Stixl  to  si:pport  this  di^lAcement,  A  path  profile  and  i'sd.iability  stxidy 
indicated  that  the  system  would  be  of  margins^.  Quality.  However,  3d  Mar 
Oiv  conducted  a  short  test  using  AN/1IiC-9?  tropo  eqidpment.  The  results 
of  this  test  indicated  the  system  would  work.  The  AN/'^0-129  was  subse¬ 
quently  installed  between  Phu  Bai  and  LZ  Stud,  The  system  was  of  such  poor 
quality,  however,  that  it  could  not  support  teletype .  This  resulted  in  a 
relocation  of  the  Phu  Bai  teradnal  to  Hue  with  a  marked  improvement  in  sys¬ 
tem  quali^. 

b.  EVALUATION;  Scientifically  conducted  path  profile  studies  will 
give  an  accurate  prediction  of  system  reliability. 

c.  REOOMMMP ATION s  That  path  ]>roflle  studies,  rather  than  hasty  ex- 
perdmentatiion  with  substitute  equipt’ent,  be  used  to  predict  reliability 
of  AN/TSC-129  tropo  systems. 

5.  (U)  Item;  AN/TRCs66  System  Outages. 

a.  OBSERVATION;  During  the  past  three  months,  several  prolonged 
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vutogoo  have  occuri^d  on  iha  U5^  iin/in0>6f>  systeaiai,  Thesa  AN/lHC-^^s  pro¬ 
vide  several  of  the  major  ccmnimicationB  links  in  the  SEAHBS/IWCS  systens 
in  the  NICTZ,  These  systems  also  provide  the  paths  for  critically  essen¬ 
tial  Corps  command/control  circuits <> 

b.  VALUATION;  The  US  Air  Force  presently  has  technicians  working  on 
these  AN/TRC-66  equipments  in  order  to  repair «  realign  and  stabilize  the 
eys terns  o  It  has  been  necessary  to  install  an  Amy  aN/TRC'-129  tropospheric 
sc-Vcter  radio  system  between  Dong  Ha  and  Phu  Bai  to  provide  an  alt-route 
capability  for  critical  coianand/control  circuitry^ 

Co  RBCOMMEMDATTON;  That  the  AN/!niC-129  system  remain  in  place  until 
such  time  that  the  AN/TRC-66  systems  are  sufficiently  stabilized  to  insure 
reliable  conmuiicatlonso 

6o  (C)  Item;  Communications  Support  for  Operation  Thoro 

ao  OBSERVATION 'i  Operation  Thor  was  a  Joint  Amy-j,  Air  Force,  Navy  and 
Marine  Corps  aetlono  Comiminications  sxqpport  for  this  operation  proved 
successfiilo  However,  the  volume  of  high  precedence  teletype  traffic  between 
7th  AP  and  PCV  Forward  was  underestimated o  Also,  the  lOBth  Arty  Gp  com¬ 
munications  center  proved  inadequate  to  handle  the  increased  voluss  of  all 
types  of  teletype  traffic  generated  by  the  operation <> 

b.  EVALUAPONSg 

(1)  In  Joint  operations  of  this  type,  more  coordination  between  the

In  addition,  there  was  Inadenuate 
cable  distribution  in  the,  l60th  Avn  Gp'9  area  at  Gia  le.  This  cable  is 
presently  being  installed  by  the  63<i  Si^ial  Battalion, 
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(1)  Th«  Bwitchboard  ^'acllitles  of  tha  lOlst  ACD  are  not  suf^’icient  to

b.  EVALUATIONS  Very  few  manbers  of  the  PCV  Staff  were  aware  of  the 
existence  of  this  material  and  no  literature  was  available  within  PCV 
on  the  subject.  Consequently,  the  MACV  Science  Advisor  was  reouested  to 
visit  HQ,  PCV  and  brief  Interested  membCT“a  of  the  staff.

a.  OBSERVATION s  Chain  saws  in  engineer  units  organic  to  the  divisions 
are  proving  to  be  unsuitable  for  heavy  duty  worK  Involved  in  clearing  fire 
si^port  bases. 

b,  EVALUATION ;  The  life  span  of  tte  standard  chain  saws  (Remington) 
is  greatly  reduced  because  of  the  increased  load  encountered  by  cutting 
hardwood  timber ^  The  steel-tipped  blades  renuire  freouent  sharpening  and 
expeilence  considerable  di^Ticulty  in  cutting  hardwood. 

Co  RECOMMEND ATIOH ;  That  the  procurement  of  heavy  duty  chain  saws  with 
carbide-tipped  blades  requested  by  USARV  in  its  message  to  DA  of  12  July  be 
eoqjsdlted. 

L.  CIVIC  ACTION,  psychological  OPERATIONS 
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a.  OBSERVATION;  During  the  reporting  period  a  total  of  539  NVA/VC  be-

cluded  careful  eelection  of  targets  and  themes  as  well  as  an  intensive 
analysis  of  th;/  tactical  situation o

a,  OBSERVATION;  The  PSYOP  effort  in  Operatic  n  Thor  consisted  of  aerial 
delivery  of  leaflets  into  an  area  with  a  high  concentration  of  antiaircraft 
defensBo  The  delivery  was  further  complicated  by  rcpialy  rising  terrain, 
and  was  accomplished  through  a  combination  of  wind  drift  and  explosive  op¬ 
ening  of  containers, 

b,  EVALUATION s  Weather  data  was  obtained  from  Corps  Artillery  Meteor¬ 
ological  Section,  giving  the  wind  direction  and  speed  at  1000  foot  intervals. 
Due  to  the  wind,  terrain  and  ensny  antiaircraft  capabilities,  normal  leaflet 
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delivery  techniques  were  not  practical »  In  order  to  release  the  leaflets 
at  the  optifflun  location/altitude,  leaflet  containers  were  eauipped  with 
explosive  devices  to  open  the  containers  after  a  free  fallo  This  method 
proved  very  effective  in  that  the  greatest  majority  of  leaflets  landed  in 
the  target  area.

4o  (U)  Item;  Nonavailability  of  Building  Materials. 

a.  OBSHtVATION;  During  the  reporting  period,  due  to  the  substantial 
increase  in  civic  action  activity  and  coi?)led  with  the  building  needs  of 
individual  mits  in  the  AO,  a  substantial  shortage  of  building  materials 
occurred.  This  nonavailability  of  material  hampered  many  construction/re¬ 
construction  projects. 

b.  EVALUATION;  The  101st  ACD  and  the  3d  Mar  Div  report  they  have  some- 
liiat  alleviated  this  shortage.  A  program  has  been  instituted  to  recover  all' 
available  scrap  lunber  and  deliver  it  to  the  various  projects.  Additionally, 
the  101st  ACD  has  supplemented  their  scrap  lumber  by  utilizing  logs  from 

its  various  fire  stQiport  bases.  As  fields  of  fire  are  cleared,  the  logs 
are  hauled  to  a  Hue  sawmill  where  they  are  cut  into  usable  lumber  for  divi¬ 
sion  civic  action  projects.  Over  500  logs  were  cut  during  the  ^irst  six 
weeks  of  the  program.
